THE CHARGES 


The charges were—Conspiracy and unlaw- 
ful assembly; .obstruction of a Court mes- 
senger, John Gammell, in the lawful execu- 
tion of an order against John McCarthy, 
Ballyshanakin; rescuing a horse_and cart 
from Gammell’s custody; assaulting and 
obstructing Sergeant Stephen Leonard and 
Guards id McDonagh, M. Whyte,. D. 
McNamara and H. Whelan; assaulting 
and obstructin Sergeant H. Hughes, 
Sergeant J. McNulty, Dete€tive Officer D. 
Teahan, Guards J. Courtney and M. Lenihan. 

Mr, P. J. McEnery (instructed by Mr. J. 
8. O'Connor, solicitor to the Attorney- 
General) prosecuted; Mr. McCarthy Downing 
(instructed by Mr. William Lee) defended 
twenty-two of the prisoners; Mr. T. E. F. 
Bennett, solicitor, appeared for the other 
eight prisoners. 

Before the prisoners were arraigned, Mr. 
Downing said that he had objections which 
went to the very root of the trial. His first 
was a constitutional objection and his second 
an objection under the Enforcement of Court 
Orders Act, 1926. 

“Tt is necessary for me to make these 
objections so as to safeguard my own posi- 
tion in case subsequent proceedings should 
ever ensue after the conclusion of this trial,”’ 
he continued. . Cree 

“My first objection is to the validity of 
the Act under which the prisoners are 
charged. This is the first time, I understand, 
that a case of this nature has been before 
this Tribunal. The charges are brought under 
Section 28 of the Land Act of 1935. Under 
that section, the order in this case was levied 
=< r-uttempted to be “levied: “My “point is 
that this Act is invalid. I know this Tribunal 
cannot deal with the point, and only the 
High Court can deal with it under Section 
65 of the Constitution, but it is necessary 
for me to state it. 


ACT INVALID? 


“ My case is that the Act is invalid, and, 
therefore, the defendants, in resisting this 
#izuré, committed no offence whatsoever. It 
is well known that any man may defend his 
house from an unlawful seizure, or resist 
any attempt to enter forcibly into it. Unless, 
therefore, the Act is valid, the defendants 
were perfectly within their rights in defend- 
ing themselves and their goods. That has 
been proved in this country time and again.”’ 

Counsel cited the case of “ The Queen at 
the prosecution of Edward D. Freeman v. 
William Pigott and. others.” The traversers 
had been indicted for rescuing with consider- 
able violence goods seized for county rates 
unpaid, but necessary notification of the debt 
had not been given through “ the church- 
warden or senesehal.’’ It was held that the 
seizure was illegal, that the traversers were 
justified in their resistance. and the convic- 
tions against them were quashed. 

Mr. Dewnlar: continuing, said that Sec- 
tion 2 of the Enforcement of Court Orders 
Act, 1926, defined an execution order as 
being “‘ any writ, decree, warrant, or other 
document, by whatever name called, issued 
by a Court in a civil matter.” He said that 
the resistance referred to should be against 
the lawful execution of an ‘‘ execution order 
issued by a Court in a civil matter.’’ That 
was the meaning of the section that dealt 
with persons obstructing. eae 

Mr. McEnery, interrupting—That is not in 
the Act. 

Mr. Downing—The execution order is de- 
fined in Section 2, and the offence of resist- 
ing that order defined under Section 24. I 
say they must be read together. 

In this case, the warrants were not 
“issued by a Court in a civil matter.” They 
were issued by the Land Commission, which 
is a party to the case. I contend that the 
Commission is a purely administrative body 
and not a Court in that sense of. the word. 

If it were a Court, the defendants would 
be entitled under Section 24 to go and ask 
for time for payment. They cannot do that 
at all in this instance. The Land Commission 
makes an order, which is not a Court order, 
and which, I submit, does not, | therefore, 
come within the meaning of the Enforcement 
of Court Orders Act. 


THE PENAL CLAUSE 


“It may be said that under Section 28 of 
the Land Act, 1933, the Commission’s war- 
rants are given the same force. The 
Sheriff or Court Messenger can go and act 
under that; but if people resist the seizure 
how can they be prosecuted? I submit the 
meaning is clear. I do not know what the 
framers of the Act had in their minds; but 
the penal clause, like all penal clauses, must 
be construed strictly as against the State and 
in favour of the accused persons.

The Guards 
proceedéd to arrest them, when they heard 
a clattering of hooves and saw at least, seven 
horsemen, among whom were Bluett and 
Browne, coming down thé road, The horse-, 
men charged the Guards and the Superinten- 
dent ordered Detective Sergeant McNulty to 
fire over their heads. He did so, and the. 
horsemen went back. 

They came on again and shots were again 
fired over their heads. Bluett called to the 
horsemen to come, and said: “ They are 
blank shots; they are trying to frighten us.” 
The Guards were at this time in charge cf 
forty men and the Superintendent ordered 
the detective sergeant to wound one of the 
horses in order to show that these people 
were not going literally to ride rough-shod 
over the Guards. 


HORSE WOUNDED 


The detective fired and Btowne’s animal 
sustained a wound.

= saupanns 4 felt that they had a grievance. 

he seven who had leaded “ not, guilty ” 
were not farmers from the locality, but had 
come all the way from Charleville.

THE DEFENCE 


Mr. Bennett said that he did not intend to 
call any witnesses, but he wished to emphasise 
the fact that there had been no direct evidence 
against the prisoners whom he represented, 
except that they were identified as having been 
at the scene of the occurrences, In the case 
of Egan he asked for a direction, as he was a 
bona fide Press reporter, and a genuine mis- 
take had been made by the Guards. 

The Tribunal found Egan “ not guilty ” 
upon all counts, and he was released imme- 
diately. '

to McCarthy's house upon individual invita- 
tions, and there had been no organised gather-

SERMON TO STUDENTS

DR. TEMPLE AND THE 
RESURRECTION 


“Cross and Resurrection’’ was the title ol 
the address gs to the students of Trinity 
College, Dublin, by the Archbishop of York 
last night at the meeting of the mission 
which he is conducting. 

The fulfilment of the purpose of creation, 
said Dr. Temple, so far as it consisted in 
bringing human hearts and wills. into fellow- 
ship with itself, was infimtely costly—it cost 
the Cross and Passion of Christ. Any true 
doctrine of atonement must start from the 
love of God, and, while forgiveness cost God 
nothing, because He yearned to give it, sin 
cost Him the Agony. 

The Gospel alone, said the preacher, 
promised repentance to those who sin, and 
the heart of the divine torgivenéss was not 
mere remission of penalty, but a restoration 
to intimacy with the Father. The Kingdom 
for which Christ had died was_all-embracing 
—the fellowship of all in response to the 
divine love that was over all. Christ's 
victory was that He was true to the divine 
love. The Resurrection’ was the origin of the 
Christian Church; it was the Church’s pledge 
of ultimate victory and the vindication of 
the deity of God.

DEMANDS ON A PARCEL FROM 
OVERSEAS

This is a sample of the demands now being 
made by the Free State Customs authorities 
on persons who have parcels sent to them 
from overseas. 

The writer received from Bombay an in: 
voice of a half-dozen cakes of soap and 
Oriental balm for personal use on his return 
from India, Tlris soap is a special product 
unobtainable in the Free State, and essential 
for use after a sudden change of climate. 

The pareel reached Dublin, where it was 
held up by the Customs autherities, who 
demanded the production of the invoice and 
attendance at the clearing office, at Parnell 
= sai The official form sta@4 that the 
office hours were continuous Mm 10 a.m. 
to 4 p.m., but apparently the office is closed 
each day for over an hour at the time when 
many people can only leave their officés to 
collect parcels, 

The officials opened up the parcel and 
informed the addressee that he would have 
to pay? 2s. 6d. minimum duty on’the soap, 
2s. 6d. minimum duty on the ointment, and 
2d. on each of the six small packages, as 
well as. a Post. Office fee of 6d., bringing 
the total Customs duty and charges up to 
6s. 6d. 

Arising out of this transaction it was dis- 
covered that two Government departments 
difear ig their methods of working out the 
current rates of exchange. The invoice 
showed that the articles, bought in India, 
cost 6 rupees, and postage ó rupees 12 
annas. Taking the current rate of exchange, 
this should be worth about 14s. in English 
money, yet the Customs demanded 15s, 6d, 
An official of the Post Office calculated at 
14s., and Messrs Cook, travel agents, gave 
ls.

Whether Mr. J. H. Morgan, K.C.; 
whose speech at a meeting of the Irish 
Loyalists’ Imperial Federation in London 
the other day has been much commented 
on, 1s now a Tory in politics I do not 
know; but it certainly was as a Liberal, 
apart from his standing as an authority 
on constitutional questions, that he first 
made his mark. He even stood as a 
Liberal Party candidate in the two general 
elections of 1910, but unsuccessfully.. He 
was born in the middle seventies in 
Ystrad, Rhondda, where his father was a 
Welsh Congregational minister; Educated 
at University College of South Wales and 
in Balliol College, Oxford, and London 
and Berlin Universities, he specialised in 
modern history and in constitutional law, 
and became an authority in these subjects, 
and he has. been Rhodes Lecturer on the 
Laws of the Empire and Examiner to the 
Civil Service Commission and to the Uni- 
versities of London, N.Z., and Dublin. 
Thirty years ago or so he joined the 
literary staff of the old Daily Chronicle, 
and for a time he was a leader writer on 
the Manchester Guardian under the great 
(. P. Scott, He has written much for the 
big political and legal reviews, and. has 
published important works on constitu- 
tional and social problems, the World War, 
German atrocities, and so forty. He had

Nightjar, an Irish-bred horse, who has

The report of the Appointments’ Associa- 
tion for the past year was issued during the 
week, The Secretary (Dr. James Bell) states 
that the returns of the year under review 
show a most encouraging improvement. Com- 
etition for employment, hear is still 
een, and the difficulty of placing poorly- 
qualified candidates remain “as great as 
ever.’ Vacancies in the teaching profession 
in Ireland have been few, especially for 
women graduates, although there is a scarcity 
of teachers in Irish. Three appointments in 
the Colonial Service were secured—one Legal 
and two Administrative, while two appoint- 
ments to University commissions in the Royal 
Air Force were made during the year. Several 
vacancies in local commercial firms were filled 
by graduates with degtees in Commerce. Over 
one hundred appointments were obtained dur- 
ing the year by graduates of the University, 
as compared with 64, 54 and 73 appointments 
during the past three years—a most encourog- 
ing improvement, due in large measure to the 
work of the Association and the personal 
effort of its energetic secretary.

E welcome the second volume of 
Professor Curtis’s important work, 
the Calendar of Ormond , which 
covers the. period 1350-1413. The value of 
the work becomes all the greater as it 
goes on, because there is a sad dearth of 
contemporary documents for Irish history 
of the period 1307-1509. The published 
Calendars of State Papers end in 1307, 
and do not begin again until 1809. The 
fifteenth century is even still more lacking 
in documents of this character, although 
this century has peculiar interest in that 
it brought about the blending of the 
various races in Ireland and the founding 
of the modern Irish nation, 

The language of these Deeds is generally 
Latin, with some French, while an 
interesting and curious form of English 
appears later, which is probably the 
origin of a good deal of the English now 
spoken in Ireland. Those who look, how- 
ever, for originals in the Irish language 
will be disappointed; for, save for an 
occasional word, place-name or signature, 


the native language is not represented. 
The Native Chiefs 
During the period covered by this 


volume the Butlers struck real root in 
Ireland, established their power over two 
counties, Kilkenny and Tipperary, and 
had many fiefs elsewhere. The apex of 
their power at that time was reached by 
the acquisition of the manor, town and 
castle of Kilkenny from the absentee 
proprietor in 1392, an event recorded in 
this volume by a series of fascinating 
documents. | 

The relations of the Irish chiefs with 
the English Crown and the Eatls and 
Lords of the old English stock: are a 
subject upon which little is known. Pro- 
lessor Curtis’s documents give, however, a 
number of treaties between the Earls of 
Ormond and such local chiefs asO’Kennedy, 
O'Carroll and O’ Dwyer, all of which are 
of rare interest. We find the native 
chiefs making the same use of seals, crests 
and written charters as the Anglo- 
Normans. The charters and liberties of 
the southern towns, especially the smal] 
ones such as Carrick-on-Suir, Callan and 
Clonmel, are the subjects of several deeds, 
and the details of street names, boundaries, 
fields and landmarks are almost sufficient 
to provide us with maps of these little 
medieval towns. Why their records have 
perished is illustrated in one case by a 
Callan document, which states that when 
the Scots invaded Ireland under Edward 
Bruce the little town was burned and most 
of its records destroyed. 


Romance of History 


At the end of his clear and careful 
preface Professor Curtis takes us into his 
confidence with regard to corrigenda to be 
made in Volume I., thus making us feel 
all the more the honesty of his work. The 
great value, however, of such a collection 
of documents, so varied in character and 
time, is to provide other scholars with the 
sources here clearly calendared, which their 
further researches may either correct or 
extend. How many fascinating subjects in 
Irish medieval history await such students 
may be gathered by the reading of the 
editor's preface and the description of the 
deeds given in a list at the beginning. As 
for the ordinary reader, dismayed by a 
glut of facile pseudo-historical works, he 
will find more genuine romance than he 
might expect in these soberly and un- 
obtrusively edited records of the actual

Carey CURTIS is 
American sportsman, and offers an 
admirably exhaustive treatise on sporting 
firearms, including rifles, shotguns, pistols 
and their ammunition. In the opening 
chapter, which is devoted to the story of 
gunpowder, the author traces its history 


a well-known 


}from the earliest times. Acknowledging 


that some writers credit the English monk 
—Roger Bacon—with being the inventor 
of gunpowder in 1249, Captain Curtis pro- 
duces Tati to show that there is evidence 
that gunpowder was known to the ancient 
Chinese and Hindus centuries before the 
Christian era. While there is proof that 
early in the fourteenth century cannons 
were being made in Europe and fired with 
gunpowder, the first shoulder gun did not 
make its appearance until the fifteenth 
century. The history of its development 
from that period to the present day makes 
interesting reading. 


The Sporting Gun 


With regard to sporting firearms in use 
to-day, Captain Curtis describes the 
various kinds in turn, explaining their 
advantages ard disadvantages. While 
giving first place to the American-made 
rifles and revolvers, he acknowledges that 
the supremacy of the British shotgun 
remaigs unchallenged. Captain Curtis is 
an cdvocate of the twenty-eight inch 
barrel in the shotgun. It wonld appear 
as if the habit among some well-known 
British sportsmen of using a much shorter 
barrel has not appealed to the American 
sportsman; even the use of a twenty-five 
inch barrel is dismissed by Captain Curtis 
as a fad. On the subject of how to use 
the shotgun, he remarks that, while the 
golfer, tennis player and others never 
think of taking up the game without 
lessons from a professional, one never 
hears of a shooting man doing so in 
America. 

With other interesting and instructive 
matter in the text are chapters on “ How 
to hit ’em ”’ with rifle and shotgun, grouse 
shooting and deer stalking in Scotland, 
and duck. shooting, bear, moose, wild 
sheep and goat hunting in America. 
Useful advice is given on the selection of 
the shooting kit and the care of firearms, 
and a special chapter is devoted to shoot- 
ing for the sportswomen of to-day. The 
book contains some good photographs and 
line drawings.

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A REVIEWER'S DUTY

The following letter is inspired by 
a review of Mr. Sean O Faoldin’s 
‘Constance. Markievict, or The 
ei ng Ltevolutionary,” which ap- 
peared in the “Irish Times” of 
October 13th. The reviewer was Mr. 
Cathal O’Shannon. Mr. O Faoldin’s 
first letter in reply appeared on Ucto- 
ber 27th; w was anewered by the 
reviewer on November 3rd, and a 
second letter from Mr. O Faoldin ap- 
peared last Saturday. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sir,—With Mr. O Faoldin’s homily on the 
notoriously misleading and inadequate pre- 
sentation of Irish history in unscholarly 
general text-books, and on the principles 
which should guide the biographer-historian, 
I am in full agreement. We are, I fear, in a 
minority in Ireland on that, but it is not 
negligible. No more than he would I deny 
a biographer his point of view, and in the 
article on his book. 1 endeavoured at some 
length to inform readers what his view-point 
was. No more than he again would I have 
Mr. O Faoláin or any biographer or historian 
act as a mere recorder or reporter, although 
that, too, is an honourable calling.

But it is all important that not only should 


'-the principles be right, but that they should 


be correctly applied. It is in the application 
af the principles, not in the intention but in 
the working out, that I believe Mr. 
O Faoláin went astray. I said, and I have 
repeated, that Mr. © Faoláin had a point of 
view, that he had put it “very ably and skil- 
fully as an artist and not zs a photographer, 
and that his book was “well worth reading” 
for this view-point. To that extent he suc- 
ceeded. But in certain sections he failed to 
apply the principles enunciated by him in 
his last Saturday s letter, To me it appears 
that he did not bring his critical acumen to 
bear on some of his sources, and to fail to 
de that is, I submit, a fault which a reviewer 
ought to voint out. I do not. quarrel for 
‘him for using any sources, but he should 
| have checked these sources by other material 
from otherources. Is not that an elementary 
principle? Unfortunately, in Iveland, it is 
not a practice much observed in the writing 
of history or biography, with the result tltat 
too often we get what in essence is a false 
portrait or a false historical picture. 


Sources 


Mr. O Faoláin is not by any means the 
only sinner against the light and the truth 
in this vital respect. In book after book 
[ find repeated again and again errors—the 
same errors often, even when they have 
been cortected before-—borrowed from pre- 
vious books. This ought not to be done, 
but Mr. O Faoláin has done it, and in doing 
it has offended against his own stated 
principles. It may not be proper in an 
oracle, but I would prevent others from 
copying errors from even Mr. O Faoláin. I 
do not deny, for example, Mr. Sean 
O’Casey’s right to hace his own case or print 
his own version of certain events affecting, 
say, Countess Markievicz or James Connolly. 
Nor do I deny Professor Clarkson’s or Mr. 
O Faoldin’s right to use the O'Casey case or 
version, or Mr. Denis Gwynn’s or anybody 
else's. But when Mr. OFaoldin uses any 
of these as sources he should subject them 
to critical, examination and checking. And 
the sarne checking and supplementing opera- 
tion shonld he undertaken in the ease of the 
unquestionably valuable data in the memory 
of my friend Martin Murphy and others. 
Mr. © Faoláin did not do this. or if he did 
he gives no evidence of it in his book. And, 
with all due respect to the author, I suggest 
that it is 


, a reviewers duty to point 
out ms faults and correct them, and 
is is not at all his job, as Mr. O Faoláin 
imphes, to rewrite any section of a 


biographer’s book or supply his own alterna- 
tive view of its subject’s character and 
qualities. 

Mr, O Faoláin, of course, is entitled to his 
own sense of proportion, but his reviewer. is 
equally entitled to his opinion that, for 
example, the family affairs of the Markieviczs 
and Martin Murphy’s reminiscences set too 
much weight in Mr. O Faoldin’s balances.

To come down now to the personal plane 
to which Mr. O Faoláin insists on dragging 
this discussion on the ethics of reviewing, let 
me ask what on earth would Mr. O. Faoláin 
have had to say if the review had not been 
signed? There could have been none of 
those clever, but quite unoriginal paraphrases 
about “‘ the only wan to keen the step ” and 
‘the echo of Parnell square.” I have heard 
that often in much wittier variants, but what 
has it got to do with our disenssion any more 
than references to Mr. O ‘Faoldin’s ancestry 
} or antecedents would? . And while my intelli- 
gence may not be affronted when I am 
charged with only “ preténding to be a 
critic,” I confess my soul is humiliated when 
I fail to understand how the Countess could 
be “a woman with less brains than she 
might have had.” A phenomenon like that 
may, indeed, be observable on “ the remote 
heights of the big houses,” but T lack 
acquaintance with. them. Nevertheless, it can 
onlv be to Mr. O Faoladin—it certainly is not 
to Parnell square—that I display “ apparent 
satisfaction with the fruits of the revolution 
that revolutionised nothing.’’ Fortunately, 
the pre-engagement of 4 sympathies and 
convictions by my particular affiliations was 
such that I have not.had to eat the bitter

HERL has arisen of late a tendency 
to speculative biography—particu- 
larly of musicians.

The League in History 


He would not claim that this is the 
history of the Gaelic League even in 
summary. Rather is it an essay, as its 
title indicates, on the place which the 
League and the language movement have 
occupied in our modern history. He has 
sought to work out the philosophy of the 
organisation and movement, and to discover 
their relationship to the main constituent 
elements in the making of our contem- 
porary history. To-day the League may 


appear iff many eyes only as a group of 


unreasonable people who are opposed to 
jazz and all games and amusements not of 
Trish origin, and are always girding at 
Governments or somebody or something 
about the national language; but his- 
torically it played a much bigger part 
than that. and it shares with other bodies 
and movements the shaping of the Ireland 
of our day. 

M. Le Roux sees it as the most perfect 
symbol of an Irish-Ireland, with a divine 
mission in the resurrection of integrsi 
Irish nationality, a spiritual force in 
which all the material and moral elements 
of the nation converged, were fused, and 
became transformed.

exaggeration, indeed, but not altogether 
untrue of the little world of Ireland. 


Movement Towards Protestantism? 


In a work of this kind, which in some 
degree is a by-product of other historical 
studies, it is inevitable that the author 
should touch upon questions already dis- 
cussed by him elsewhere. This makes him 
occasionally project into his text or notes 
judgments on people, favourable or un- 
favourable, which they do not deserve in 
a work of this volume’s scope. In one 
footnote he refers, on the authority of Dr. 
T.. J. Kiernan, to the existence in Dublin 
of irrefutable proofs that at one 
time there was an- Irish movement 
towards Protestantism, but that it was 
killed by the English—a problem which 
some student of history ought to examine. 
M. Le Roux antedates the United Irish- 
men by a year, credits most of them, 
mistakenly, with a knowledge of Irish, 
exaggerates the extent to which Gaelic 
was spoken at the time of the Union, 
confuses the United Irishman in one in- 
stance with another journal, omits men- 
tion of Gaelic drama, adds hockey clubs 
to the athletic, bodies organised by tho 
G.A.A., in contradiction of himself asserts 
that with more or less success the 
National Council was the Government of 
the Irish people from 1902 until 1922, 
implies that it was only after the out- 
break of the war that two groupings 
formed the League, calis Dr. Croke Areh- 
bishop of Dublin, and sometimes stumbles 
in Ins reference to internal happenings 
within the League ; but these do not affect 
seriously the general trend of Iris excellent 
essay.

Sir John Simon 
promised that an inquiry would be held 
‘Is a State monopoly of the manufacture of 
armaments either practicable or desirable? 
Would national security suffer from the 
suppression of private manufacture? Is 
the present system, whereby arms and 
munitions may be exported only under 
licence, adequate to prevent abuses? The 
inquiry, as Sir John Simon assured the 
House of Commons, will be general, and 
there will be no inconvenient probing into 
the concerns of existing firms ; but, within 
these limits, it will be thorough. We have 
a feeling that the result of this inquiry 
will be sound and fury, signifying very 
little, but it is well that the matter should 
be ventilated, if only to reassure the in- 
creasing numbers of people who believe 
that the armaments manufacturers are the 
sole cause of war, and that if they were 
kept under rigorous control nation would 
speak peace unto nation. That view, of 
course, is ridiculous. The impulse towards 
war existed long before there was any 
organised traffic in arms, and will exist 
long after its disappearance, if it ever dis- 
appears; but that there is 110re than a 
grain of truth in the argument nobody 
can deny. Every vote in favour of war 
contributes to its continuance, and arma- 
ment manufacturers, whose profits 
languish in time of peace, would not be 
human if they did not employ their vote 
for their own purposes. 

There is abundant evidence that the 
arms industry has been very far from sin- 
less. Numerous accusations have been 
made against it—that it has paid poli- 
ticians to keep the war-fever alive, that 
it has insinuated its shareholders into 
Cabinets to prevent any tiresome insistence 
upon peace, and that, in time of war, it 
has stirred every effort to ensure the 
continuance of hostilities, even when a 
possibility of armistice arose. On these 
charges it is not our part to speak. The 
problem which confronts the British 
Government is narrower in its terms; for 
it resolves itself into the question of 
private versus State provision of arma- 
ments. From the moral point of view, 
judgment, we -believe, ought to lie in 
favour of State manufacture, inasmuch as 
the State is not liable to the temptations 
that must beset a private concern; but 
many considerations, in addition to 
morality, must be taken into account. 
First of all, there is the security of the 
State itself. At one time or another in 
the history of every land comes an occa- 
sion when it must call for a rapid supply 
of efficient weapons, and for a steady con- 
tinnance of the supply. Experience shows 
that the State is seldom able to furnish its 
own needs with the efficiency of the private 
firms. If Britain’s armament manufac- 
turers had not risen to the emergency of 
the last war, her doom would have been 
sealed ; and Germany's prolonged resist- 
ance was due in huge measure to the 
thorough work of her gigantic armament 
manulactories. This consideration must be 
balanced against any sentimental repug- 
nance to the private manufacture of 
weapons of war. The abolition of war is a 
noble ideal; but, so long as men retain 
their primitive emotions, the security of 
the State must be paramount in their 
eyes. 

Nevertheless, if the manufacture olf 
armaments must be left in private hands, 
why should an export trade exist in them? 
That question took an acute form some 
time ago, when it was suggested that a 
ban should be placed on the export of 
arms to Bolivia and Paraguay. To her 
credit, Great Britain was the first to urge 
such a ban. She gave point to her 
advocacy by the stoppage of all sales of 
arms to the belligerents, and now has 
persuaded the other nations of Europe to 
follow her example. The chief opponents, 
of course, of a general ban on exports 
from the great manufacturing countries 
would be, not the exporters, but the 
sinaller nations that want munitions of 
war, and cannot provide their own. We 
may be certain that any attempt to 
impose such a ban by, say, the League of 
‘Nations would be met with a savage out- 
ery. What the British Government and 
other Governments can do, however, is 
to ensure that exports shall not be indis- 
criminate—that records shall be kept, so 
far as is practicable, of all sales, and that 
manufacturers shall not be allowed to 
endanger the peace of a continent for their 
shareholders’ profit. At the present 
moment no arms may be exported from 
Great Britain without a licence; but the 
Foreign Secretary’s speeches in Parlia- 
ment seem to imply that loopholes exist, 
and that the present regulations could be 
tightened with advantage, It is right that 


that any abuses which may come to light 
could take over the entire control of the

deep personal concern to every citizen, rich 
or poor, and it is a subject which gets less 
attention than it deserves from the man- 


in-the-street. To him regulations of sale 


and provisions for inspection of premises 
are only items in a rather complicated 
bill, shrouded in the jargon of parlia- 
mentary language. In reality they touch 
him more closely. Milk is used by every. 
body ; dirty milk is one of the great causes 
of disease, and much of the milk supplied 
in the Free State is dirty. The bill now 
before the Ddil is an effort to eliminate 
unnecessary disease by the elimination of 
its cause. It provides, with other things, 
for a much stricter supervision of milk 
shops, and for inspectors who will see that 
milk is not obtained from unhealthy 
sources. While we are about this business 
we should see that the bill is made as 
efficient as possible, and one hopes that 
the comments made last night will be 
remembered in its later stages. Certainly 
the bill could be better in some respects. 
Dr. Saunders, the Dublin Medical Officer 
of Health, pointed out that, although 
great powers for inspection will be granted 
to the local authorities, their staffs may 
not be large enough to carry out the 
inspections. Another point of view, which 
seems to deserve even greater attention, 
was advanced by Dr. Rowlette, who him- 
self is proposing some of the amendments 
at the Committee stage of the bill. One 
of the bill’s main objects is to prevent 
tuberculosis, which often is caused by the 
milk taken from tubercular cows. (Dr. 
Rowlette, it may be noted, puts the per- 
centage of tubercular cows in the Free 
State at 25, though the Chief Veterinary 
Inspector to the Dublin Corporation holds 
to the even more alarming percentage of 
52.) As the bill stands at present, there are 
strict measures to prevent the sale of milk 
from diseased cows; but would it not be 
simpler to follow Dr. Rowlette’s sugges- 
tion, and to do away with the cows them- 
selves? Six years ago, as he says, the 
expense of killing all the tubercular cattle 
in the country would have been far too 
great for any Government. Since then, 
however, Mr, de Valera’s policy has 
changed the whole situation. Cattle, from 
being the farmer’s greatest asset, have 
been converted almost into his greatest 
liability—at any rate, their value is by 
no means so great as it was. If Dr. 
Ryan would slaughter all the diseased 
cows, he not only would further his own 
policy of reducing the number of cattle 
in the Free State, but would be doing 
‘good work for the health of the country. 
Here, at least, the cloud of the “ economic 
war” might be made to show a silver 
lining.

Britain’s departure from the gold 
standard three and a half years ago had 
at least one good result: it taught the 
inhabitants of these islands to appreciate 
certain features of their own countries 
which formerly «ey had been inclined to 
ignore. When the pound fell on the con- 
tinental exchanges, English and Irish 
tourists, for example, found that they no 
longer could afford to take trips abroad 
during their holidays, and the native 
tourist traffic reaped a healthy harvest 
that in other years had gone to foreigners. 
We are glad to note that in England a 
movement has been start:d now to con- 
vince the people of the healing qualities 
of domestic spas. Fer generations it has 
been fashionable to *‘ take the waters” at 
some expensive resort on the continent, 
and the malade imaginaire, as well as the 
genuine invalid, has been induced to 
travel abroad in search of health. Karlovy 
Vary, or Karlsbad, Aix-les-Bains, Bad 
Homburg—where the King Edward hats 
came from—Piestany, Vichy, Bad 
Nauheim, and a score of less well known 
places knew how to advertise their wares, 
and uttracted large numbers of British 
visitors who were suffering, or thought 
that they were suffering, from various 
ailments. Addressing the British Health 
Resorts Association in London a few days 
ago, Dr. C. W. Buckley, of uxton, 
assured his audience that Britain possessed 
spas which are just as good as the best 
of the continental resorts. The radio- 
activity of British waters is second to 
none; and Dr. Buckley advised the spa 
authorities to specialise in the treatment 
of particular diseases, just as Nauheim 
specialises in the heart, Bad Gastein in 
the kidneys, Baden Baden in obesity, and 


with indulgent interest. We know how 
the thing is done, and believe we could do 
it ourselves if we had the time. How 
many people, however, can say with any 
certainty how they would go about supply- 
ing the “ 7oo ” with a porcupine in good 
condition ?

to-day that Rasch has promised to give 
France full military assistance if the latter 
country is attacked. When the news 
reached here it was regarded as being of 
the greatest importance, since it implics 
an understanding between France and 
Russia which may exert a tremendous in- 
fluence on the course of European events 
in the near future. M. Barthou before 
his death was engaged in discussions with 
M. Litvinoff which had for their basis the 
promotion of what would really have been 
an alliance between the two countries. 
These conversations have recently been 
renewed by M. Laval. Germany has been 
building an enormous number of aero- 
lanes, but as Russia has the finest air 
orce in Europe and France is very well 
equipped, the latter need not worry if 
assured of the support of Russia. It was 
asserted in the Chamber to-day that 
Germany is preparing a sudden attack on 
some Power, and that all the German 
factories for war material are working at 
full time. If such is really the case (and 
it is difficult to suppose that it is, tn view 
of Herr Hitler's: talk of peace) it seems 
to be a reproduction of the situation in 
1914. The difference is that Russia then 
had a weak Government, whereas now it 
is entirely dominated by people who know 
what they want and mean to get it. 


The Indian Question ' . 


The opponents of the Government policy 
in regard to India intend to work swiftly, 
and already it 1s proposed to move two 
resolutions at the meeting of the Council 
of the National Conservative and Unionist 
Association on December 4th. — Lord 
Salisbury will move the first, which will 
deal with the report of the Joint Select 
Committee: It urges that the grant of 
self-government to India should be limited 
at present to the provinces. Lord 
Fitzalan, as President of the India Defence 
League, will propose t! » second resolution, 
which will call for a special delegate con- 
ference of the party to consider the issue. 
It is inten to move this resolution 
whether the first is carried or not. There 
have been discussions between the leaders 
of the Conservative Party and the Con- 
servative opposition, which is now in the 
process of formation, and it has been 
agreed between them that the Deleyate 
Conference must take place, as no other 
course is possible. This meets the view of 
the opposition, which is determined to take 
the issue to the highest tribunal of the 

rty. If the situation is not most care- 
ully watched it is quite conceivable that 
there may be a split of some magnitude 
in tlre Conservative Party. The leaders 
of those opposed to the Indian proposals 
intend to appoint their own whips in the 
Houses of Parliament—a most significant 
step. During the week-end the India 
Defence League is to publish a manifesto 
to the country. 3 


Naval Affairs 


The Prime Minister and Sir John Simon 
met Mr. Norman Davis and Mr. Atherton, 
members of the United States Nava! dele- 
gation, at the House of Commons to-day, 
to consider the unfavourable reply re- 
ceived from Japan on the naval building 
proposals submitted last week. Japan 
continues to insist upon her claim that 
she must have full equality of rights with 
the other Powers in naval building. This 
induced a fear that the negotiations might 
break down, but it was suggested a 
that they will continue for some time, in 
the hope that agreement may ultimately 
be reached. The leading members of the 
British and United States delegations— 
Sir Bolton Eyres Monsell and Admiral 
Standley, of the United States Naval Mis- 
sion—did not take part in to-day’s mect- 
ing, and it is rumoured that the experts 
of the three Powers will remain outside 
discussions for a time. 


Early Morning Radio 


Early morning programmes are now 
being considered by the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation, and it is possible that 
before long there will be music from 7.50 
a.m. It appears that the corporation has 
discovered that many people tune in to 
foreign stations at an early heur, and thus 
has had to recognise that there really is 
a demand for programmes at such a time. 
No great addition to expenditure would be 
involved, as gramophone records would Le 
employed, except on important occasions. 
Another point “which has induced the 
directors to take notice of the demand is 
that leading men in the industrial wor): 
think that music to start the day is an 
excellent tonic for workers, and has « 
beneficial reaction in increased industrial 
efficiency.

NO KNOWLEDGE OF

The terms of M. Archimband’s speech 
in the Chamber of Deputies announcing a 
military alliance between France and 
Russia were read in London diplomatic 
quarters last night with surprise. 

Whitehall has given no sign of know- 
ledge that the Franco-Russian friendship 
had developed into firm alliance or any- 
thing that goes beyond what is in the 
Covenant of the League of Nations, of 
which Russia is now a member. 

One well-informed observer stated last 
night that nothing at all was known in 
London of any special military under- 
standing betwéen France and Russia, and 
that the speech as reported was '“' com- 
pletely puzzling.”’ ) 

The closeness of Franco-Russian rela- 
tions has been plain for many months. 
The Soviet offered France a separate 
alliance this summer, but M. Barthou— 
the late Foreign Minister—declined, pre- 
ferring to go on with his policy of an 


-Eastern Security Pact. 


Only a few days ago M. Laval—M. 
Barthou’s successor—and M. Litvinoff— 
the Soviet Commissar for Foreign Affairs 
—arranged to rencw negotiations for the 
Eastern Security Pact which does not 
clash with the League basis of French 
foreign policy. 

So unexpected was yesterday 's announce- 
ment to British observers that it was con- 
jectured that M, Archimbaud had exag- 
gerated in the heat of oratory. 


INDIGNATION IN BERLIN

SUGGESTION that the air mail 
boowice between London, Belfast and 
Glasgow was being tried experimentally, 
and had been established on sentimental 


reasons, was derided in well-informed 
aviation circles yesterday. 
“No transport company is going to 


operate a service for sentimental reasons, ' 
declared one well-known pilot. “ They are 
in business to make money and not for the 
fun of it.” vi 

Actually the amount of business done 
by the London-Liverpool-Belfast-Glasgow 
service since it was inaugurated last 
August has been very good. Railway Air 
Services, Ltd., the company formed by 
Imperial Airways and the leading railway 
companies of Great Britain, had the first 
contract to carry the mails; but at the 
same time Hillman Airways also ran a 
egrvice from London to Belfast. This 
second company is owned by Mr, Edward 
Hillman, but will shortly be converted 
into a public company. 


THE DAILY AVERAGE 


Since the mail service started the 
average weight of mails carried from 
London to Belfast each day has been 
4001b., with 200Ilb. for Liverpool and a 
further 501b. for Glasgow. 

Competitive bidding for the contract to 
carry the mails from December 1st next 
resulted in Hillman Airways’ tender being 
accepted. The decision of the British 
Postmaster-General, Sir Kingsley Wood, 
to have all normally stamped letters and 
postcards sent by air routes when such 
a course will expedite delivery will, 
naturally, result in a considerable increase 
in the weight of mails carried on the route 
to Belfast. 

Hillman. Airways are extending their 
service northwards from Belfast to Glasgow 
in order to fulfil the terms of their contract 
with the Postmaster-General. After De- 
cember Ist letters posted after the closing 
of the night mails in London will, be taken 
out to Essex Airport, Abridge, the head- 
quarters of Hillmans, on the following 
morning. 


DUBLIN TO LONDON 


Another statement of Sir Kingsley Wood 
which is of special importance is, that 
mails will be sent by any air service which 
can operate punctually and regularly, and 
whose owners make an agreement with the 
British Post Office.

The Times in the course of a leading 
article to-day says:—The athlete is no 
longer a being apart: he has become every- 
man. The credit for this change belongs, 
in very large measure, to Lord Baden- 
Powell. It was said on one occasion 
about the Chief Scout that he had 
mobilised the natural badness of boys for 
their salvation; but that is a travesty of 
the truth which is hig recognition—that 
the spirit of adventure in every boy had 
no means of expression. Mind was 
divorced from body—that is to say, from 
action: nor could reunion, as a rule, be 
affected except at the cost of some breach 
of law. So unwholesome a state of affairs 
turned good human stuff into bad, and 
put a premium on the prig and the 
shirker. The Boy Scout movement relies 
to-day on the will of boyhood to play the 
game as eagerly and splendidly as the 
game can be played. It relies on the 
team spirit, which is not mere gregarious- 
ness, but the self-discipline of the in- 
dividual for the sake of the common cause. 
This is the first lesson in citizenship and 
public service. 

It relies again on the natural pride of 
the craftsman in his craft, which is made 
up of a virtue of bodily action, controlled 
and directed, and of spiritual achievement. 
Thus the boy who has found in his scout- 
ing, in This games and in his contests the 
worth of training and the excellent 
strength of discipline, seeks of himself, 
and for himself, those higher forms of 
physical culture which without such 
discovery he would certainly have 
avoided. No man, said Charles Darwin, 
can observe without a hypothesis, none can 
come eagerly to the drudgery inseparable 
from craftsmanship, who has not been 
already craftsman in action on however 
humble a scale, It is necessary to have 
felt the delight of doing in order to wish 
ardently to do better, and without such 
ardour, as the Chief Scout realised long 
ago, all effort on behalf of boys is wasted, 
The boy must, indeed, be father to the 
man, the architect of his own maturity, 
its builder, and—in a sense—its keeper. 
This is an ideal of fitness which, in process 
of time, must transform the nation, seeing 
that men, and women, too, will come to 
their life work endowed not only with 
ener and strength, but also’ with 
enthusiasm. Such enthusiasm is not for 
a day; it belongs to the warp and woof 
of character. i !

That Belgrade’s sharp Note to the 
League is not likely to alleviate the 
tension in the Balkans is the unanimous 
opinion of the Berlin Press. 

The Angriff draws a parallel between 
the Austrian ultimatum of July, 1914, and 
the Yugoslav step, but hopes that ‘‘ every- 
thing will be done to neutralise the con- 
sequences of the murder of King 
Alexander and M. Barthou and to settle 
the affair in a peaceful spirit.” 

The Tageblatt says:—‘‘ The Note is a 
weighty load on the peace forces in 
Europe.” 

The officially inspired Diplomatic 
Correspondence, which says that Germany 
intentionally kept away from the dis- 
cussions on this affair, remarks: ‘* Ger 
many’s view is that problems of this kind 
must not be raised into a sphere which 
is bad for peace and does not solve in any 
way the problem itself."’ 


RUMANIA DENOUNCES 
HUNGARY

known English tenor, In a lecture last season 
Mr.Steuart Wilson dealt with the particular gub- 


ject of the English Madrigals, but yesterday 


e devoted himself to the general music “ef 
the Elizabethan age. 

From the earliest times, he said, music 
vocal and instrumental—was pursued with 
~~ application and talent in England, and 
n the development of harmony and counter- 
point it had an equal share with other Euro- 
pean nations. The most brilliant epoch of 
musical art in England was the Elizabethan 
period. The subject was so varied and vast 
that one could approach it from ‘almost every 
quarter. , 

For instance, if they looked at the poetry 
of the Elizabethan songs and madrigals, they 
would find there poems that merited a place 
in any anthology of literature. Modern poets 
made the most appalling mistakes when they 
wrote about music: they made exhibitions 
of their ignorance in contrast to the poets of 
the Elizabethan age, to whom music was 
common knowledge, All the Elizabethans 
knew the groundwork of music correctly. It 
was, as the every-day saying went, part of 
the accomplishment of the gentleman to be 
able to take his part. Another accomplish- 
ment, not only of the gentlemen, but of the 
ladies of the period, was to play the lute, 
which, through the Middle Ages, and down 
to the eighteenth century, was the most popular 
instrument in Western Europe. “Shakespeare s 
knowledge of music and of the lute was illus- 
trated in Hortensio’s admirable lesson on 
music, and even on how to tune the lute. | 

Lute songs were among the greatest glories 
of the Elizabethan music. It was Arthur 
Bullen who, in later years, saw that in the 
Elizabethan songs there was a pany of 
literature, and the musicians were greatly to 
blame that they were many many years 
behind the regen of letters in discovering the 
beauties of the music. Somehow they were 
put off by the feeling that this music was 
dead bones, which could not be made to 
come to life. Much of that false impression 
was created by the great theorists like 
Rockstro, who laid down a series of rules 
to which they said Byrd and Dowland lert 
their loving obedience. 

He himself doubted if there was any age 
since the Elizabethan that possessed so many 
points of likeness to the present age. 


JOHN DOWLAND 

To illustrate his points, Mr. Steuart Wilson 
gang three or four of the songs of John 
Dowland, whom he described as infinitely the 

reatesi’ name among song writers in 

ngland, and comparable with Schubert. 
He reminded his audience that Dowland was 
an Irishman, who was born at Dalkey, 
graduated at Trinity College, Dublin, dnd 
then went to Paris in the train of Sir H. 
Common, who was Ambassador there. Later 
Dowland went to Germany and Italy, and 
then became Lutenist at the Court of 
Christian the First of Denmark and Elsinore. 
Dowland returned to England in 1609, and 
was grieved to find that so few people knew 
him. He was not only a great composer, 
but a virtuoso performer. 

The first song that Mr. Wilson rendered 
was ‘Farewell to Arms,” and he was 
accompanied by Miss Eileen Buckley on what 
the lecturer described as ' an instrument of 
not equal age, but equal venerability—the 
piano that belonged to Tom More, which 
should be an object of veneration to all 
who loved Irish melodies.” ai 

He next sang “ Farewell Unk'ind,” also by 
Dowland, a casual poem of the Elizabethan 
period, yet containing such beautiful poetry 
that it was entitled to stand on that merit 
alone. He quoted as an instance of the 
beauty of the verse: 
slis not the vain desire of human fleeting 

beauty 

Makes my 3: ind to live, though my means 

to die; 

Nor do I nature wrong if I forget my duty, 

Love not in the blood, but in the spirit 

doth he.” 


SHAKESPEARE LYRICS 


His next illustration was of a really Eliza- 
bethan love song, ‘‘ Come away, come away, 
sweet Jove, golden merning breaks,” and, 
having spoken of the variety of rhythm and 
metre, he mentioned the interesting point 
that Dr. Fellows, the greatest living autho- 
rity on Elizabethan music, and himself had 
both attempted to find im the Elizabethan 
tute books some tunes that could be made to 
fit, as they thought, the lyrics in the plays 
of Shakespeare. 

Would you believe it possible, he asked, 
that there is no tune in the Elizabcthan lute 
books that fits any of the Shakespeare 
lyrics ? 7 

The lecturer then illustrated on a black- 
board the system of notation, etc., used in 
the Elizabethan period, and showed that, 
though a knowledge of music was general, 
the performange of madrigal singing was by 
no means easy. 

The lecture was concluded with the sing- 
ing by Mr. Steuart Wilson and the Good 
Companions—the accomplished Dublin group 
of singers—of a number of the most com- 
plicated madrigals, These included—‘ Dainty 
fine bird, thou are -encaged there,” by Gib- 
bons, who was described by the lecturer as 
representing the extreme solemnity and 
dignity of the Elizabethan madrigal; Morley’s 
“Ho, who comes here?” rhythmically the 
most complicated madrigal ever written, and 
“Like two proud Armies,’ by Weelkes, a 
fine example of a complicated six-part 
madrigal.

SEATED AT FIRE

BELFAST, Friday. 

What counsel described as “a youthful 
escapade and a fascination for firearms,” 
were responsible for the appearance of two 
young men in the dock at the Belfast City 
Commission to-day. The defendants, Daniel 
McAllister, of Knock House, Knock, and 
David Courtney, Holywood road, pleaded 
guilty to being in possession of a revolver 
and ammunition under such circumstances as 
to give rise to reasonable suspicion that the 
revolver was not in their possession for a 
iawful object. 

Mr. William Lowry, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. G. J. Magee) appeared on bebailf of 
McAllister; and Mr. James McSparran (in 
structed by Mr. J. J. Napier) for Courtney. 

Mr. Lowry, in appealing for the utmost 
extent of leniency, said that McAllister was 
a young man of 24. He had an unblemished 
character, and came from a family of 
the highest repute and _ respectability, 
both his father and uncle being Justices 
of the Peace for the City of Belfast. 
It could not be suggested that the revolver 
was in their possession for any illegal purpose 
and their possession of it might be accounted 
for by a fascination for firearms which might 
be understood. 

Counsel went on to say that one must 
recognise that the possession of firearms could 
not be overlooked, and in order to ensure 
that McAllister would reflect on this matter, 
he suggested that not even a suspended 
sentence should be imposed, but there were 
solvent sureties who were prepared to enter 
into such recognisances for their future 
behaviour that might be thought fit. 

Mr. McSparran said that Courtney was onl 
20 years of age, and his father, who die 
about four years ago, had been a sergeant 
in the Royal Irish Constabulary. There was 
no suggestion that his client was connected 
with any illegal organisation. 

Lord Justice Andrews said that he was 
quite satisfied that what might be reasonably 
assumed to have a nga IR suspicion had 
a much more innocent interpretation, In the 
circumstances, he would accept the explana-

Dr. Rowlette referred to a statement which 
he said had been attributed to him by a news- 
paper last week.

of the cattle at a bhi Abattoir in a 
certain year were tuberculosis, . The. per- 
centage mentioned was applied ty him to 
cows only, and not to cattle. He thought 
the percentage of tuberculosis in Irish cattle. 
was not higher than in other countries. 


LICENSED PRODUCERS 

He spoke of the need of licensing all pro- 
ducers of milk. The penalty of having a 
licence suspended “more properly fitted the 
crime of offending against. the Act than a 
fine or imprisonment. He thought there was 
also a need for extra territorial powers of 
inspection ; so that an inspector could examine 
not only milk. where it was retuiled, but 
also at the place of production. This would 
be fairer to the producer, because where 
milk had to come long distances, the bacterio- 
logical. content increased very much before 
the consumer got his milk. 

“There must be seriousness in the ad- 
ministration to make this bill-effective,”’ con- 
tinued Dr. Rowlette. ‘It must be impressed 
upon local authorities how necessary it is for 
the health of the people that the powers given 
under the bill should be exercised.’’ In several 
counties the Minister for Local Government 
was still pressing even for the appointment 
of county medical officers of health; some of 
the counties had refused to do so, and the 
Minister’s patience might become exhausted. 
He would then appoint: the officers despite 
the local, opposition, so that: it-eould be 
hoped that potential machinery would be 
made available for carrying out the new bill’s 
provisions. 


TUBERCLE-FREE..MILK

Mr. P. K. Dolan,” MRCV.S. Chief 
Veterinary Inspector) tp the Corporation of 
Dublin, said that it had been suggested that 
tuberculin-testing was no use. He had 20 
years’ experience of it, and he believed that 
if the opportunity was allowed to it, tuber- 
culin “could result in the complete era- 
dication of tuberculosis from cattle in this 
country, . Professor Rowlette had said 
that tubercular cows numbered 23 per. cent. 
of this country’s total; Mr. Dolan contended 
that the figure should be about 42 per cent. 
This country’s cattle in general was not 
affected with tuberculosis to the extent ‘seen 
in other countries; thowgh cows here were 
32 per cent. tuberculous, bullocks were only 
10 per cent so, and heifers seven per cent. 

Professor Bigger, M.D.; said. that the new 
Milk Bill was an honest and sincere attempt 
on the part of the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health to deal* with the 
exceedingly bad conditions under which milk 
had been prodticed in this country in the 
past.

OBITUARY 
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SIR ARTHUR WING PINERO 
Sir Arthur Wing Pinero, one of the most 
noteworthy of modern English dramatists, 
died within two hours after he had under- 
pst an operation in a ntrsing home in 
ndon yesterday. His health, of late, had 
been unsatisfactory, but only in the last few 
any did it give reason fo~ anxiety, 
he son of John Daniel Pinero, solicitor, 
and Lucy Daines, Arthur Wing Pinero was 
born in London on May 24, 1855. He was 
educated at private schools, and for a time 
served in his father’s office. ) The law, how- 
ever, was but little to his.taste. His ‘real 
tendency was towards the theatre, and so at 
nineteen years’ of age he was in Edinburgh 
playing small Bain for a pound a mail 
Within a year Pinero figured at the Globe, in 
London—a name of magic for afi_actor- 
dramatist—arid ‘then ‘from 1876 to 1861 he 
layed in Jrving’s company at the Lyceum. 
hat period saw the birth of his first play— 
+ £900 a. Year ’’—a one-act farce. He pre 
sented the manuseript to R. C, Carton, after- 
wards a successful dramatist, but then a 
young and struggling player. Through 
Carton’s influence the little play was. pro- 
duced at the Globe Treatre. 


‘HIS FIRST SUCCESS 

Pinero’s first real success came with ' The 
Money Bpinners,” when John Hare and the 
Kendals had it played at the St. James’s 
Theatre in 1880: Ri the following year “The 
Squire’’ was seen at the same house a 
under the- same management. Pinero now 
resolved to quit the stage and to rely upon 
his “writing; « . His: talent was prolific) » lt 
ranged easily ‘fiom farce to delicately senti- 
mental comedy and, tragi-comedy. 

The ‘ Magistrate” and “ Sweet Lavender” 
are among the best examples of his earlier 
work, ‘ Sweet~Lavénder®” breathes, indeed, 
a tenderness in striking contrast to. the jrony 
‘that marks such later works as “ The Second 
Mrs. Tanqueray” and ‘The Notorious Mrs. 
Ebbsmith.’’ No one who has seen the late 
Edward . Terry. in ‘‘Sweet Lavender” 1s 
likely to forget it. At. Terry's Theatre in 
London the play ran for 670 nights, and. is 
said to have brought to Terry about £50,000 
and to Pinero about a fourth of that amount. 


IBSEN’S INFLUENCE 

In ‘The Second Mrs, Tanqueray” and 
“The Notorious Mrs. Ebbsmith,” Pinero 
sounded a note new ' English drama 
The plays are classed as. comedy, but 
one feels from first to Jast in them 
the air of tragedy, They represent. in 
British dramas the first approximation to 
the bitter realism of Ibsen’s plays. George 
Moore, indeed, was iiugeteded 80 deeply by 
these plays that for a time he hailed Pinero 
as the English Ibsen. In later years, how- 
ever, he renounced some articles. of a too 
uncritical and credulous early faith. . 
;. After the pervading gloom and bitter irony 
of Mrs. Myer arracg I and Mrs, Ebbsmith, 
“ Trelawny of the Wells” comes with somic- 
thing of the brightness of a summer day. 
“ The Profligate “” is first-rate drama of i 
kind, and in the author’s generous output, 
which included works produced as lately as 
in 1932, there is an ample store of cad. 

Sir Arthur Pinero was a member of the 
Academic Committee of the Royal Society of 
Literature, and thro 
Chairman of the United Arts Rifles. In 1909 
he received the honour of Knighthood. Lady 
Pinero died in 1919.

for replacing by international co-opetation the 
competitive economic anarchy which leads to 
war.” 

The Government, he said, had no broad 

licy for dealing with world conditions, 

nstead of leading the world, they had 
followed a policy of restrictions and scarcity. 

Mr. Banfield (Labour) seconded the amend- 

ment... He» deplored. the mechanisation of 
industry, which had so much to do in dis- 
placing labour and leaving large bodies of 
men unemployed. 
Mr. R. K. Law (Conservative) said that 
it was certain that the country did not 
want to return to a Socialist Government. 
It was the Socialists who had got us into 
an unholy mess, and the National Govern- 
ment, whatever their shortcomings, had got 
us out of it. 

Whilst, Mr. Edward Williams (Labour) 
was’on his feet there was another of those 
little incidents which. lend some variety to 
Parliamentary proceedings. .An elderly man 
in the Strangers’ Gallery left his seat, walked 
to one of the stained glass windows at the 
side of the chamber, and was seen to strike

shattering a section of the glass bearing the 
thistle, Before he could do more damage he 
was seized by an attendant and led from the 
gallery.

MOULDING THE CHILD'S 
LIFE 


a 

SERVICE for members of the Mothers’ 
Union was held in Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin, at 11 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. . There was a splendid con- 
regation. The officiating clergy were the 
Most Rev. Dr. Gregg, Archbishop of Dublin ; 
the Right Rev: Dr. Holmes, Bishop of Tuam ; 
the Very Rev. Dean Kennedy and the Ven. 
Archdeacon J. W. Crozier. The choir and 
clergy marched up the centre aisle to the 
strains of the hymn: ‘‘ Praise, my soul, the 

King of Heaven. 

The Bishop of Tuam, who was the preacher, 
took as his text: ‘‘They brought unto Him 
little children, that He should touch them ”’ 
(St. Mark, 10-13). He said that it would be 
difficult, indeed, to exaggerate the value of 
the work for whose welfare the Mothers’ 
Union had been taking counsel this ‘week. 
There was, in fact, no mil to the influence 
that the Union could, and did, exercise; for 
it radiated from every member of the Union 
through the homes, the parishes, and the 
nation, away to the furthést ends of the 
far-flung Empire of Jesus Christ. 

Every member of the Union should realise 
how great a trust she held, and how great a 
work she could do for the kingdom of God. 
The aim which they had set before them 
was a noble and inspiring vision, and at the 
heart. of it all was the sacred relationship 
between mother and child. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY 


What then was the nature of the responsi- 
bility laid upon the shoulders of the Christian 
mother ? It might be, as it was intended to 
be, the happiest responsibility that a woman 
could know, if only she realised fully that 
the child was a gift from God. She was the 
trustee to God for her child, and she accepted 
the gift knowing that from henceforth the 
child belonged to God, and that God looked 
to her to see that that child was nurtured 
and maintained by His grace, 
The vears. between baptism and confirma- 
S eritical years. for the mother and 
child, because to the mother was given the 
chief part of the mouiding of the child's life, 
and R - laid up for herself sorrow or joy as 
she carried out that trust; and for the child 
because in these years character was built 
which would give courage and direction to 
the whole life. ~ 
If the Christian mother wished her child 
to have the best things, she herself must 
have definite views as to how the best things 
could be reached. Unselfishness should be 
her desire,” She should: have: a clear aim, to 
a energies at Kineonh cost until she 
sho er son or daughter how to be good 
children and to be good members. of the 
gommunity, She should have a definite aim 


to mould the child into being a good 
Christian. Once it was recognised that the 
child was a gift from God, the principle upon 
which that trust was based wou'd make clear 
the obligations of a mother. 


THE MOTHER’S INFLUENCE 


The mother’s influence for good on her 
child hardly could be over-estimated. Reli- 
gion in the home was vital to its stability, 
and they knew that, to a large extent, family 
religion depended upon the mother. She 
should show that religion dominated her life 
in the home, as elsewhere. 

Again, if it was recognised that the child 
was a trust from God that trust could not be 
relegated to anyone else. God looked for 
the whole-hearted giving of self for the young 
hfe, and if it was neglected there would 
come a day of bitter remembrance, for which 
a loss should be written down for which there 
was no compensation. 

The man who could look 
mother as a saint knew that she deserved 
that. tribute from him at a cost which he 
could not estimate. She surrendered herself— 
her convenience, her pleasures, her recrea- 
tions, possibly her just rights, and probably 
her health—as a devoted mother would for the 
sake of her child’s good; she was true to 
her trust, and she had her reward. 

He ventured to think that one of their 
most pressing needs to-day was a restored 
sense of the value of discipline. Many of 
their social ills might be attributed, in large 
measure, to a lack of self-control, which 
lead to the choice of the inferior and de- 
grading, and the rejection of what was good 
and uplifting. Too often these unhappy re- 
sults might be traced back to the days of 
childhood, when discipline was not upheld, 
when obedience was not enforced, when mis- 
guided love yielded, because it was easier to 
yield than to stand firm, and when a deep 
injury was inflicted through culpable slack- 
ness in the wielding of a wise authority. 


STATE AND SCHOOLMASTER 


Within limits the schoolmaster and the State 
could exercise control, but neither the one 
nor the other could do much to implant the 
power of self-control. That should be done, 
and only could be effectively done in the 
home during those earlier years in which 
character received its mould under the hand 
of a mother, who was wise enough to see 
that obedience to her word was not a matter 
of indifference. The foundation of a people a 
discipline was laid in the homes of the nation, 
The chief aim of education was character, 
and Christian character could only be formed 
in one way—by the touch of Christ.
